This satellite malfunctioned on 
orbit and normal recovery attempts 
were unsuccessful. The satellite with 
recovery capsules attached re-entered 
through normal decay on 26 May 1964. 
At that time predicted impacts of eg 
decaying (S)NRO objects were responsibility 4 
of 6594th Test Wing. The final prediction 
from that source was 79°, 147°W at 03432 
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During the same time period 
SPADETS was checking out an improved 
impact prediction program which became 
operational on 1 July for (S)NRO objects. 
This program predicted this satellite 
would impact traveling from South to 
North in the general area of Venez
